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A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT 


Honorary  Degrees 
at  Presbyterian  College 


^t  our  annual  commencement  service  on  May  6,  Presbyterian  College  awarded  bachelor  of  arts  and  bachelor  of  science 
degrees  to  224  graduating  seniors.  We  also  presented  honorary  doctor's  degrees  to  three  persons:  Linda  and  Millard  Fuller,  co- 
founders  of  the  international  organization  Habitat  for  Humanity;  and  Bobby  Wilkes,  senior  minister  of  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Myrtle  Beach. 

Over  the  past  15  years.  Presbyterian  College  has  awarded  honorary  doctor's  degrees  to  47  persons.  Twelve  of  these  are 
educators:  14  are  ministers,  and  12  are  business  leaders.  The  remaining  nine  include  a  poet  and  various  civic  leaders  or  public 
servants.  It  is  an  impressive  list  including  such  well-known  persons  as  Richard  Riley,  Donald  Hall,  Christian  Patte.  Jerry  McCord. 
Terry  Sanford,  Bennett  Brown,  Ben  Hay  Hammet,  John  Spratt,  Mary  Boney  Sheats,  Hugh  Jacobs,  Charles  Joyner,  John  Leith,  Wilson 
Weam,  John  McKissick,  Marion  Hill  Weersing,  and  Todd  Jones,  among  many  others. 

How  are  these  honorary  doctor's  degree  recipients  chosen?  They  are  elected  by  the  full  Board  of  Trustees  after  receiving  the 
nomination  of  the  Honorary  Degrees  Committee  of  the  Board.  Serving  on  this  committee  are  five  trustees  and  two  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  College  faculty. 

Our  trustees  are  guided  by  a  set  of  principles  adopted  by  this  Board  that  includes  these  categories  for  persons  to  be  considered: 

•  Persons  in  active  service  with  work  of  exceptional  and  distinctive  quality; 

•  Persons  with  demonstrated  academic  achievement  and  respect  for  intellectual  pursuits: 

•  Persons  who  are  concerned  with  and  involved  in  the  broad  spectrum  of  problems  and  opportunities  presented  by  our 

society; 

•  Persons  who  are  sympathetic  toward  and  supportive  of  the  educational  purposes  and  Christian  commitment  of 

Presbyterian  College; 

•  Persons  whose  lives  can  be  evaluated  within  a  Christian  view  of  sacrificial  service. 

The  Honorary  Degrees  Committee  of  the  Board  welcomes  your  nominations  for  consideration  as  potential  degree  recipients.  It 
has  prepared  a  personal  data  nomination  form  that  can  be  secured  by  writing  or  calling  the  office  of  the  president.  As  president,  I  send 
these  completed  forms  to  the  Committee  but  I  do  not  participate  with  the  Committee  in  its  deliberations.  Their  recommendations, 
usually  limited  to  three  persons  per  year,  are  presented  directly  to  the  full  Board  for  its  discussion  and  vote. 

Why  do  we  present  honorary  doctor's  degrees?  These  awards  enable  Presbyterian  College  to  recognize  persons  whose  notable 
careers  are  an  expression  of  the  ideals  of  the  college  in  various  spheres  of  endeavor.  In  a  special  sense,  the  honorees  are  the  embodi- 
ment of  the  mission  statement  of  Presbyterian  College.  They  also  are  role  models  for  the  graduating  seniors  and  personify  qualities  of 
character  and  service  that  should  be  emulated  in  the  future. 

In  this  spirit,  we  are  pleased  to  present  honorary  doctor's  degrees  this  year  to  Linda  and  Millard  Fuller  and  Bobby  Wilkes.  By 
the  example  of  their  lives  of  service,  they  deserve  to  be  recognized  and  honored  in  this  way  by  Presbyterian  College.

Habitat  for  Humanity  founders 
address  Class  of  '95  at  ceremony

llf  lillard  and  Linda  Fuller,  founders  of  Habi- 
tat for  Humanity  International,  addressed  Pres- 
hvtenan  College's  224  graduating  seniors  and 
were  among  three  recipients  of  honorary  degrees 
at  the  college's  1 1 2th  Commencement  Exercises 
on  May  6. 

The  Fullers,  who  have  built  their  world- 
wide housing  ministry  into  one  of  the  largest  and 
most-recognizable  non-profit  organizations  in 
the  United  States,  spoke  on  living  a  life  of  ser- 
\  ice.  They  each  received  an  honorary  Doctor  of 
Public  Service  degree.  Dr.  Robert  C.  Wilkes  Jr.. 
senior  minister  at  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Myrtle  Beach,  also  received  an  honorary  Doctor 
of  Divinity  degree  during  the  ceremony,  held  on 
May  6  on  the  college's  West  Plaza. 

Wilkes  preached  the  Baccalaureate  sermon 
earlier  in  the  day. 

Dr.  Ed  Gouge.  Presbyterian  College's  1995 
Professor  of  the  Year,  and  Elizabeth  Bond  Fos- 
ter, the  college's  Outstanding  Senior,  also  ad- 
dressed the  graduating  class. 

Commencement  w  eekend  began  at  noon  on 
May  5,  when  the  college's  ROTC  department 
held  its  annual  commissioning  ceremony  and 
induction  into  the  Presbyterian  College  ROTC 
Hall  of  Fame.  Saturday's  schedule  included  the 
Baccalaureate  service  at  1 1  a.m.  in  Belk  Audito- 
rium, and  Commencement  at  4  p.m.  A  reception 
for  the  graduates  in  front  of  Edmunds  Hall  fol- 
lowed the  ceremony. 

Millard  Fuller  has  served  as  president  of 
Habitat  for  Humanity  International  for  18  years. 
The  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Habitat  volunteers 
who  share  his  vision,  including  former  President 
Jimmy  Carter,  have  built  homes  together  with 
neariy  35.000  needy  families  in  more  than  1.100 
U.S.  cities  and  4.3  other  countries.  President  Bill 


Clinton  has  lauded  Habitat  as  "the  most  success- 
ful continuous  community  service  project  in  the 
history  of  the  United  States." 

A  millionaire  at  age  29.  Fuller  experienced 
personal  crises  as  a  result  of  his  business  prosper- 
ity. As  a  result,  he  and  his  wife  sold  all  of  their 
possessions,  gave  the  money  to  the  poor,  and 
began  searching  for  a  new  focus  for  their  lives  — 
a  search  which  led  them  to  Koinonia,  a  Christian 
community  near  Americus.  Ga. 

With  Koinonia  founder  Clarence  Jordan 
and  a  few  others,  the  Fullers  initiated  several 
partnership  enterprises,  including  the  model  for 
Habitat  for  Humanity.  In  1973.  the  Fullers  and 
their  four  children  moved  to  Africa  to  test  the 
model  and  found  it  to  become  a  working  reality  in 
the  developing  nation  of  Zaire. 

They  returned  to  the  United  States  and 
established  Habitat  for  Humanity  in  Americus. 
providing  homes  for  needy  families  and  earning 
recognition  through  such  awards  as  the  1994 
Harry  S.  Truman  Public  Service  Award  and  the 
1 992  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  Humanitarian  Award 
from  the  state  of  Georgia  and  the  King  Center. 

"Millard  Fuller  is  an  inspiration  to  all  of  us 
who  have  joined  him  as  volunteers,"  President 
Carter  said.  "And  his  faith  and  perseverance 
have  made  continual  progress  possible." 

Wilkes,  a  native  of  Orangeburg,  has  served 
the  members  of  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Myrtle  Beach  since  1983,  and  previously  served 
at  churches  in  Denmark.  S.C.  and  Georgetown. 
S.C.  A  graduate  of  Erskine  College  and  Colum- 
bia Theological  Seminar)',  he  has  directed  First 
Presbyterian  Church  to  rapid  growth  during  his 
tenure.  Membership  has  more  than  doubled,  the 
annual  budget  has  increased  ten-fold,  and  church 
ministries  and  staff  have  also  increased. 


He  is  a  member  of  the  executive  committee 
of  GRIPP.  a  grass-roots  initiative  to  strengthen 
and  unite  political,  economic,  cultural,  and  edu- 
cational goals  in  Horry  County,  and  initiated  the 
Habitat  for  Humanity  chapter  in  the  county.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Strategic  Planning  Committee 
for  Horry  County,  a  member  of  the  Grand  Strand 
General  Hospital  Board  of  Trustees,  and  founded 
the  Young  Life  Program  in  Myrtle  Beach. 

Wilkes  has  served  the  Presbyterian  Church 
(U.S.A.)  as  commissioner  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly, a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Ministry  as 
well  as  several  other  presbytery  committees,  and 
moderator  of  the  Harmony  and  New  Harmony 
Presbyteries.  He  also  serves  as  president  of  the 
Myrtle  Beach  Ministerial  Association,  and  is  a 
former  member  of  Presbyterian  College's  Board 
of  Visitors. 

"Because  of  Bobby's  honesty  and  sincerity 
in  his  daily  life,  he  has  had  a  truly  outstanding 
congregational  ministry.  This  has  been  demon- 
strated by  his  successes  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Myrtle  Beach  with  unparalleled  growth 
and  accomplishments,  both  financially  and  with 
the  annual  budget."  said  Myrtle  Beach  ophthal- 
mologist Dr.  Thomas  Whitaker,  a  1 966  PC  gradu- 
ate and  member  of  Presbyterian  College's  Board 
of  Trustees.  "He  is  a  motivator  of  men  who 
changes  the  lives  of  all  who  come  in  contact  with 
him." 

Presiding  over  commencement  activities 
was  Presbyterian  College  President  Dr.  Kenneth 
B.  Orr  and  Dr.  W.  Frank  Harrington,  senior 
minister  of  Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Atlanta  and  chairman  of  the  college's  Board  of 
Trustees. 
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PC  Meets  $500,000  Kresge  Challenge  Grant; 
Work  Progresses  on  Social  Science-Math  Center 


New  academic  building 
to  open  in  late  1995 

f  resbyterian  College  has  successfully  met 
a  S500.000  challenge  grant  from  The  Kresge 
Foundation  to  assist  in  the  funding  of  a  new 
mathematics  and  social  sciences  center. 

In  meeting  the  challenge  grant  from  The 
Kresge  Foundation,  the  college  has  also  met  the 
cost  of  constructing  the  $5.2  million  facility, 
which  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  for  the  sec- 
ond semester  of  the  1995-96  academic  year. 

"The  Kresge  Foundation,  which  is  very 
selective  in  its  financial  support,  displayed  its 
endorsement  of  Presbyterian  College  and  its  com- 
mitment to  higher  education  with  this  generous 
grant.  Likewise,  the  327  gifts  we  have  received 
for  the  construction  of  this  important  new  aca- 
demic center  each  carried  that  same  endorsement 
of  the  college  and  higher  education."  said  Pres- 
byterian College  President  Dr.  Kenneth  B.  Orr. 
"We  thank  the  Kresge  Foundation  and  all  of  the 
donors  for  their  support  of  this  facility,  which 


will  help  the  college  continue  its  mission." 

The  Kresge  Foundation,  based  in  Troy. 
Mich.,  is  an  independent,  private  foundation  cre- 
ated by  the  personal  gifts  of  Sebastian  S.  Kresge. 
The  Foundation  reviews  proposals  and  awards 
grants  to  insdtutions  operating  in  the  areas  of 
higher  education,  health  and  long-term  care,  arts 
and  humanities,  human  services,  science  and  the 
environment,  and  public  affairs. 

Gifts  for  the  new  academic  center  from 
foundations,  companies,  alumni,  and  friends  of 
Presbyterian  College  have  included  three  gifts  of 
$  I  million  or  more,  including  one  from  an  anony- 
mous foundation  in  Atlanta  which  was  also  of- 
fered on  a  challenge  basis 

The  new  academic  center  will  be  a  four- 
story  structure  housing  the  departments  of  educa- 
tion, mathematics,  political  science,  psychology, 
and  sociology.  In  addition  to  classrooms,  faculty 
offices,  labs,  and  seminar  rooms,  the  new  build- 
ing will  feature  an  outdoor  lecture  area  and  the 
Bennett  A.  Brown  Conference  Suite,  which  will 
include  a  100-seat  amphitheater,  two  conference 
rooms  and  classrooms,  and  a  large  reception 


Construction  began  last  June  and  is  due  to 
be  completed  in  December  1995.

A  total  of  116  students 
were  nominated  for  the  scholarships  by  each 
chapter  of  Order  of  Omega,  a  Greek  leadership 
honor  society  founded  in  1959  at  the  University 
of  Miami. 

"I'm  so  honored  to  receive  this  scholar- 
ship," Hearnburg  said.  "I'm  even  more  excited  to 
see  how  much  our  chapter  has  accomplished" 


The  National  Office  of  Order  of  Omega 
annually  accepts  one  nominee  from  each  of  its 
chapters  for  the  national  scholarship,  which  can 
be  applied  to  college  or  graduate  education  work. 
The  scholarship  committee  judges  applicants  on 
national  and  local  contributions  to  the  Greek 
community,  contributions  to  the  local  Order  of 
Omega  chapter,  contributions  to  sorority  or  fra- 
ternity, and  contributions  to  campus  life. 

Hearnburg  is  a  charter  member  of  the 
college's  chapter  of  Order  of  Omega,  Nu  Chi, 
which  was  chartered  in  1993  and  became  active 
last  year.

English  Professor  Awarded 
Her  Second  Fulbright  Grant

leing  selected  for  a  prestigious  Fulbright 
grant  is  one  of  tiie  highest  honors  an  American 
college  or  university  professor  can  receive.  Only 
about  2.000  such  grants  are  awarded  each  year. 

Getting  a  second  one,  however,  goes  be- 
yond belief. 

That  explains  the  euphoria  experienced  by 
Dr.  Rachel  Stewart,  professor  of  English  at  Pres- 
byterian College,  when  she  recently  learned  that 
she  has  been  selected  for  her  second  Fulbright  in 
seven  years. 

She  will  spend  the  1995-96  aca- 
demic year  at  the  University  of 
Tromso  in  Norway  as  a  Fulbright 
lecturer  in  American  Studies.  In  the 
spring  of  1988.  she  was  a  Fulbright 
lecturer  at  Abo  Akademi  University 
in  Finland. 

"I  attended  a  Fulbright  confer- 
ence (for  past  recipients)  in  Septem- 
ber of  last  year  and  the  first  thing  all 
of  us  were  told  was  "Don't  expect  any 
seconds.'  1  didn't  e.xpect  to  get  a  second  Fulbright 
grant,  although  I  had  submitted  an  application  in 
July  of  1994. 

"So  when  I  learned  this  spring  that  1  had 
received  it.  it  was  the  happiest  thing  that  had  ever 
happened  to  me  because  it  was  a  complete  sur- 
prise." 

It  marks  the  fourth  Fulbright  grant  awarded 
to  a  PC  faculty  member.  Dr.  David  Gillespie, 
professor  of  political  science,  was  selected  in 
1988.  but  was  unable  to  accept  because  of  prior 
commitments,  and  Dr.  Charies  McKelvey.  asso- 
ciate professor  of  sociology,  has  spent  this  aca- 
demic year  in  Honduras  teaching  and  conducting 
research. 

"The  Fulbright  people  do  know  us."  Stewart 
said  of  PC's  reputation. 

Established  in  1946  under  Congressional 
legislation  introduced  by  former  Sen.  J.  William 
Fulbright  of  Arkansas,  the  program  is  designed 
"to  increase  mutual  understandins  between  the

people  of  the  United  Slates  and  the  people  of 
other  countries." 

Under  the  Fulbright  Program,  some  4.700 
grants  are  awarded  each  year  to  American  stu- 
dents, teachers,  and  scholars  to  study,  teach,  and 
conduct  research  around  the  world,  and  to  for- 
eign nationals  to  engage  in  siinilar  activities  in 
the  U.S.  Individuals  are  selected  on  the  basis  of 
academic  and  professional  qualifications,  plus 
their  ability  and  willingness  to  share  ideas  and 
experiences  with  people  of  diverse 
cultures. 

Approximately  200.000 
individuals  —  about  72.000  from  the 
United  States  and  128.000  from 
abroad  —  have  participated  in  the 
program  since  it  began. 

Stewart  plans  to  teach  a 
course  entitled  "Ethnic  American  Lit- 
erature." which  focuses  on  the  best 
of  contemporary  American  writing 
by  such  Nobel  Prize  laureates  as  Toni 
Morrison.  Saul  Bellow.  Elie  Weisel  and  Martin 
Luther  King  Jr. 

"In  this  course  we  would  survey  diverse 
histories  and  cultures  of  a  number  of  .American 
ethnic  groups."  she  said.  "We  would  study  ethnic 
America  through  spirituals,  jazz,  poetry,  essays, 
short  stories,  autobiographical  writings,  folk 
songs,  and  examples  of  oratory." 

She  may  also  teach  a  seminar  course  on 
"Twentieth  Century  American  Plays:  American 
Dreams  and  Nightmares."  but  much  of  her  time 
will  involve  working  with  students  in  research 
projects. 

If  her  experiences  in  Finland  serve  as  any 
kind  of  indication.  Stewart  expects  her  second 
Fulbright  to  be  a  professional  and  personal  re- 
naissance. 

"1  found  Finland  to  be  the  home  1  had 
always  yearned  for  but  had  never  known  ex- 
isted." she  said.  "I  hope  to  have  similar  feelings 
for  Norw  av  and  the  Uni\  ersitv  of  Tromso."

wne  of  Presbyterian  College's 
most  enduring  figures  will  retire  this  fall 
after  a  career  that  goes  back  to  the  1 950s. 

Tom  Stallworth.  who  has  held  the 
post  of  dean  of  alumni  affairs  since  1 990. 
recently  announced  his  plans  for  retire- 
ment, effective  Aug.  .^1. 

Stallworth  graduated  from  PC  in 
1955  and  returned  in  the  fall  of  1959  as 
chaplain.  Through  the  years,  he  has  served 
the  college  as  religion  professor,  dean  of 
students,  varsity  soccer  coach,  faculty 
athletic  representative,  and.  finally,  as 
dean  of  alumni. 

"Virtually  everything  I've  done  at 
the  college  has  been  fun."  he  said.  "But 
this  just  seemed  like  the  thing  to  do  after 
36  years." 

PC  President  Ken  Orr  has  orga- 
nized a  search  committee  to  assist  him  in 
selecting  a  new  director  of  alumni  activi- 
ties. Included  on  that  committee  are  the 
past  president,  current  president,  and 
president-elect  of  the  PC  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation: Dick  Carr  '62.  Ginny  Nichols 
Cartee  '74,  and  Ed  Tinimerman  '50. 

Alumni  are  encouraged  to  contact 
the  president's  office  with  names  of  pro- 
spective candidates  for  the  post.  Dead- 
line for  resumes  to  be  received  by  the 
president  is  June  15. 

"You  don't  replace  someone  like 
Tom  Stallworth."  Orr  said,  "but  we  feel 
confident  that  the  committee  will  select  a 
talented  person  for  this  important  post."

I  he  National  Soccer  Coaches  Associa- 
tion of  America  banquet  held  Jan.  13  in  Wash- 
ington. D.C.,  had  a  distinct  Presbyterian  College 
flavor  as  one-fifth  of  the  honorees  were  former 
Blue  Hose  teammates. 

Brian  Purcell  '87,  head  coach  of  PC's 
women's  soccer  program,  and  Harry  "Pete" 
Peterson  'S."),  head  coach  of  Spartanburg  (S.C.) 
Methodist  College's  men's  team,  were  two  of  10 
soccer  coaches  honored  as  national  coaches  of 
the  year  by  the  National  Soccer  Coaches  Asso- 
ciation of  America  in  conjunction  with  Umbro. 

Purcell,  a  native  of  Decatur,  Ga.,  guided  the 
1994  Blue  Hose  team  to  a  school-record  15  wins 
against  three  losses,  the  South  Atlantic  Confer- 
ence regular-season  championship,  a  ranking 
among  the  nation's  elite,  and  a  berth  in  the 
NCAA  Tournament. 

He  was  named  as  the  first  head  coach  for  the 
new  women's  soccer  program  at  PC  in  1989  and 
has  compiled  a  six-year  record  of  65-40-2,  a  .607 
winning  percentage.  He  was  named  South  Atlan- 
tic Conference  and  NCAA  Division  II  South 
Region  Coach  of  the  Year.  The  league  coach  of 
the  year  honor  was  the  third  in  the  past  five 
seasons  for  Purcell. 

"1  must  give  a  great  deal  of  the  credit  to  my 
players,"  Purcell  said.  "I  am  very  appreciative  of 
their  hard  work.  This  is  a  big  honor  for  me 
because  it  is  voted  on  by  the  coaches." 

Peterson  led  SMC  to  a  21-1-1  record  in 
capturing  the  National  Junior  College  Athletic 
Association  national  championship.  He  also  has 


coached  at  the  col- 
lege level  for  six  sea- 
sons, having  taking 
the  SMC  position  in 
1989.  Facing  a  major 
rebuilding  task, 
Peterson  soon  built  a

Peterson,  who  grew  up  in  Africa  as  the  son 
of  Presbyterian  missionary  ministers,  found  in 
Poison  a  coach  who,  while  only  a  few  years  his 
senior,  proved  to  be  both  counselor  and  friend.

New  Program  Will  Create  CHAMPS  at  PC 


College  joins  Laurens 
County  schools  to 
kick  off  new  initiative 


f  iiblic  and  private  education  officials 
met  Jan.  20  at  Presbyterian  College  for  a  common 
cause  —  to  help  promising  but  disadvantaged 
school  children  take  a  first  step  toward  attaining 
their  educational  goals. 

PC  officials  were  joined  by  members  of 
Laurens  County  School  Districts  55  and  56, 
Thomwell  School,  and  the  Laurens  County  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  to  unveil  the  CHAMPS  (Com- 
munities Helping.  Assisting,  and  Motivating 
Promising  Students)  program.  The  cooperative 
program  will  annually  bring  30  selected  rising 
seventh-graders  to  the  Presbyterian  College  cam- 
pus for  an  intensive  two-week  residential  pro- 
gram that  will  include  both  academic  and  social 
activities  with  master  teachers  and  caring  men- 
tors. They  will  return  for  four  summers,  and  then 
have  opportunities  for  a  summer  internship  after 
the  1 1 th  grade. 

Students  will  be  selected  for  the  program 
through  recommendations  from  guidance  coun- 
selors, an  application  process,  and  interviews. 


The  first  group  of  students 
will  visit  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege this  July,  and  the  pro- 
gram will  add  30  new  stu- 
dents each  year  for  the  next 
four  years  until  the  program 
reaches  its  full  capacity  of 
120  students  in  1998. 

Through  follow-up 
activities,  support  from  the 
community,  and  intern- 
ships, the  students  may 
work  to  overcome  their  fi- 
nancial hardships  and  pos- 
sibly make  their  dreams  of 
a  post-secondary  education 
a  reality. 

"In  the  1 6  years  I  have 
been  at  Presbyterian  College,  we  ha\e  dreamed 
of  ways  that  we  could  give  back  to  this  county 
some  kind  of  special  educational  service  in  rec- 
ognition of  what  the  residents  of  Laurens  County 
have  meant  to  the  college  over  the  past  1 1 5  years. 
Our  dreams  have  led  to  this  joint  effort  to  help 
disadvantaged  young  people."  said  PC  President 
Ken  Orr. 

Overseeing  the  implementation  and  opera- 
tion of  the  program  will  be  Dr.  Jerman  Disasa, 
who  teaches  in  Presbyterian  College's  Depart-

ment  of  Education  and  also 
cooidinates  the  college's 
Sen  ice  Learning  program. 
A  native  of  rural  Ethiopia. 
Disasa  taught  in  middle  and 
secondary  schools  for  nine 
years  in  Ethiopia  and  the 
United  States.  He  held  fac- 
ulty and  administrative  po- 
sitions for  eight  years  at  the 
University  of  South  Caro- 
lina before  coming  to  PC  in 
1994. 

"Coming  from  an 
economically-disadvan- 
taged  background,  it  did  not 
take  me  long  to  personalize 
the  intent  of  the  program, 
to  visualize  the  possible  outcomes  of  the  pro- 
gram, and  to  imagine  the  role  it  could  play  in 
bringing  together  the  community  and  the  col- 
lege," Disasa  said.  "Our  county  is  not  deprived 
of  concerned,  creative,  and  imaginative  people.  1 
am  touched  by  that." 

The  program  also  gives  Laurens  County 
public  school  officials  and  Thornwell  School 
officials  an  opportunity  to  direct  personal  atten- 
tion on  promising  students  whose  families  are 
hindered  bv  economic  factors.

Trustees  Approve  Smallest  Percentage  Tuition  Increase  Since  1977 


I  he  Board  of  Trustees  on  Feb.  28  approved  a  tuition  and  fee  schedule 
for  the  1995-96  academic  year  that  represents  the  smallest  percentage  increase 
in  tuition  and  fees  in  19  years. 

Tuition,  fees,  room,  and  board  for  the  coming  year,  based  on  the  "any  15- 
meal"  plan  is  $17,288  —  a  5.5  percent  ($902)  increase  over  the  current  year. 
That  represents  the  smallest  percentage  increase  since  1977. 

Choosing  the  "2 1 -meal"  plan  option  adds  an  additional  $350  to  the 
boarding  cost  for  a  total  of  $17,638.

Journalists,  Scholars  Predict 

What  Life  Will  Hold 

For  'Media  And  The  Future'

If  If  hat  Eli  Noam  gixeth.  William  McKibben  takelh  av\a\ . 

Noam  and  McKibben,  both  featured  speakers  during  Pres- 
byterian College's  Arnold  Symposium  on  "The  Media  and  the 
Future."  offered  drastically  differing  views  of  the  future  of  the 
electronic  media.  While  Noam  hinted  that  television's  "Golden 
Age"  may  still  be  ahead.  McKibben  countered  with  the  belief  that 
any  suggestion  of  a  golden  age  for  television  is  merely  tarnished 
brass. 

"The  problem  with  commercial  television  is  that  it  served  a 
small  number  of  the  channels.  It  was  the  popular  culture  of  the 
lower  middle  class,  but  this  is  changing."  said  Noam,  professor  of 
Finance  and  Economics  at  the  Columbia  University  Graduate  School  of 
Business  and  the  Director  of  the  Columbia  Institute  for  Tele-Information. 
"When  you  increase  the  number  of  channels,  you  also  increase  diversifica- 
tion ...  This  trend  of  new  channels  continues  unabated,  checked  only  by  the 
number  of  channels  available.  But  there  will  continue  to  be  more  quality 
programming.  Yes,  it  will  take  longer  to  find,  but  there  will  be  more. 

"It's  like  saying  a  bookstore  or  a  library  has  too  much  information.  It's 
not  a  matter  of  having  too  much  information,  it's  a  matter  of  having  too  much 
useless  infomiation." 

Appointed  by  former  New  York  Gov.  Mario  Cuomo.  Eli  Noam  has 
served  as  Public  Service  Commissioner,  engaging  in  the  telecommunications 
and  energy  regulation  of  New  York  State.  He  has  also  served  as  a  board 
member  on  the  federal  government's  FTS-2000  telephone  network,  of  the 
IRS'  computer  modernization  project,  and  of  the  National  Computer  Lab. 

Noam  said  the  fumre  of  television  will  follow  three  stages:  limited 
television,  multi-channel  television,  and  finally,  distributed  TV.  Just  as  the 
motion  picture  industry  was  hindered  by  the  rise  of  limited  commercial 
television,  new  cable  channels  are  threatening  the  existing  popularity  of  those 
early  channels.  Deregulation  in  the  industry  will  open  the  airwaves  to  even 
more  channels,  leading  to  further  competition,  according  to  Noam.

Symposium  in  February  were  William

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"A  lot  of  the  industry's  current  regulation 
efforts  are  not  so  much  supply  driven,  but  rather  are 
demand  driven  —  by  the  industry  which  is  seeking  to 
protect  itself."  he  said. 

The  increased  number  of  channels  has 
brought  such  diversification  in  the  form  of  all-sports 
channels,  all-weather  channels,  and  home  shopping 
channels,  among  others.  The  sheer  number  of  chan- 
nels available  increases  the  likelihood  of  available  quality  programming. 
Noam  said,  citing  a  recent  evening's  offerings  of  documentaries,  interviews, 
and  movies  which  interested  him. 

Viewers  who  faithfully  clutch  a  remote  control  to  seek  such  program- 
ming may  be  excited  b\  the  final  stage  of  Noam's  prediction  for  the  evolution 
of  television  —  distributed  television.  Noam  envisions  a  concept  called  "ME 
TV,"  a  customized  channel  which  will  compile  programs  targeted  to  any 
viewer's  interests.  Advertisements  will  also  be  customized  to  individual 
homes  based  on  demographics. 

"It's  easy  to  believe  that  multi-channel  systems  are  the  future,  but  1 
believe  the  opposite  is  true.  The  future  is  not  one  of  500  or  5,000  channels. 
Much  worse,  it  will  be  a  future  of  only  one  channel  —  a  specialized  channel 
for  each  individual ...  How  will  people  react?  They  will  seek  simplification 
and  convenience,  which  means  computer  assistance  in  finding  programs  that 
match  your  interests."  he  said. 

As  the  opening  speaker  during  the  Arnold  S_\  mposium.  Noam  braced  for 
the  fallout  of  his  predicitions. 

"In  inany  ways  it  is.  perhaps,  popular  to  be  critical  of  the  popular  media. 
It  has  become  a  badge  of  distinction  to  say  you  never  watch  television."  Noam 
said.    "It  is  amazing  how  many  people  will  tell  you  they  don't  watch 


television,  except  the  MacNeil/Lehrer  NewsHour.  because  they  are  intelli- 
gent people." 

Enter  McKibben. 

As  research  for  his  book.  "The  Age  ofMissing  Information."  McKibben 
viewed  videotapes  from  a  1 00-channel  cable  system  in  Fairfax.  Va.  Each  day. 
he  spent  six  or  seven  hours  each  day  viewing 
commercials,  movies,  and  talk  shows  fea- 
turing Joan  Rivers  imitators  —  a  total  of 
2.400  hours  over  the  course  of  a  year. 

The  results  proved  frustrating. 

"I  began  to  believe  that  this  hall  of 
mirrors  that  we  spend  three  or  four  hours  a 
day  watching  is  not  what  it  seems.  Most  of 
us  have  gone  from  a  world  of  primary,  first- 
hand experiences  to  living  in  a  world  of  second-hand  experience: 
"The  world  has  been  pre-packaged  for  us. 

"One  of  the  things  that  bothers  me  about  this  age  of  information  is  that 
we  have  begun  to  lose  contact  with  what  it  is  that  we  desire.  It  has  made  it 
more  difficult  to  dredge  inside  ourselves  and  learn  our  desires.  We  are 
entering  an  age  of  deep  ignorance  and  obliviousness.  What  is  it  we  really  want 
out  of  life?  The  task  of  being  human  is  being  replaced  by  modem  con\  enience 
and  superficial  comforts." 

Known  to  many  for  his  environmental  writing  in  such  publications  as 
the  New  Yorker.  The  New  York  Review  of  Books,  Rolling  Stone,  and  The 
New  York  Times,  McKibben  escaped  the  city  and  now  lives  with  his  wife  and 
daughter  in  the  Adirondack  Mountains  of  New  York  State. 

Calling  television  "the  emotional  thermostat  of  our  lives."  he  argued 
against  Noam's  lineup  of  quality  television  programs.

"Eli  Noam  listed  several  good  shows  that  were  on  during  any  given 
evening  —  a  documentary  about  sailing,  an  interview  with  President  Carter, 
and  so  on.  Well.  President  Carter  may  say  something  intelligent  about  politics 
or  foreign  affairs,  and  if  we  turned  off  the  tele\'ision  at  that  point,  considered 
his  comments  for  a  few  days,  and  didn't  turn  on  the  TV  again  for  three  days, 
it  may  be  good.  But  that  isn't  the  way  we 
watch  TV,"  McKibben  said.  "There  is 
immediately  a  commercial  and  then  who- 
ever was  interviewing  President  Carter  is 
interviewing  someone  else.  If  Moses  were 
climbing  down  from  Mount  Sinai  now.  he 
would  be  asked  to  be  on  television.  He 
would  be  on  the  'Today'  Show  and  Bryant 
Gumbel  would  let  him  get  through  seven  or 
eight  commandments  before  they  would  cut  away  to  a  commercial." 

The  thought  of  500  channels  —  or  even  one  channel  custom  designed 
for  viewers  —  does  not  appeal  to  McKibben.  One  evening,  while  sitting  atop 
a  mountain  gazing  at  the  stars,  he  recognized  the  role  television  plays  in 
Americans'  lives. 

"I  felt  as  people  have  felt  since  the  first  person  looked  at  the  Milky  Way 
—  very  small.  Not  in  a  bad  way.  but  just  glad  to  be  a  part  of  the  universe. 
People  don't  take  the  time  to  look  at  stars  anymore.  They  are  inside  watching 
the  other  stars  on  television,  whose  job  is  exactly  the  opposite.  They  try  to 
make  you  feel  as  big  as  possible,"  he  said.  "It  seems  to  me  that  we.  as  human 
beings,  were  meant  for  joy  —  real  joy  —  which  involves  risk.  TV  is  the  most 
risk-free  environment  humans  have  ever  created.  There  is  no  chance  of 
anything  unpleasant  happening  on  TV.  so  we  cheat  ourselves  of  that  oppor- 
tunity for  joy."

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Postman:  Technology  Doesn't 
Always  Make  Life  Better

Word  processors  vs.  pencils  and  paper. 
Jet  travel  vs.  steamships. 
Compact  discs  vs.  vinyl  records. 

Wf  i\en  a  choice,  many  people  would  opt  for  the  foimer  conveniences 
o\er  the  latter,  but  that  may  be  a  mistake,  according  to  noted  scholar  Neil 
Postman. 

Postman.  v\ho  "will  believe  until  the  da\  I  die  that  phonograph  records 
sound  better  than  compact  discs."  brought  his  message  on  "The  Media  and  the 
Future"  to  Presbyterian  College's  ninth  annual  Arnold  Symposium  and  urged 
guests  to  scrutinize  the  repercussions  of  new  technologies. 

"New  technologies  do  not  increase  people's  options.  Very  often,  they 
do  the  reverse."  Postman  said.  "Ne\^'  technologies  drive  old  technologies  out 
of  style.  There  is  an  imperialistic  thrust  to  technology  —  a  desire  to  drive 
people  to  conformity. 

"Technology  should  not  be  viewed  as  a  blessing  or  a  curse.  It  should  be 
\  iewed  as  a  cultural  force  posing  a  series  of  questions  that  need  to  be  answered 
with  intelligence  and  prudence.  We  not  only  need  to  take  these  questions 
seriously,  but  we  also  need  to  take  ourselves  seriously  and  work  to  find  the 
answers.  I  believe  education  is  the  key." 

Postman  bears  his  cross  as  one  of  the  leading  media  critics  in  the  United 
States  and  as  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Culture  and  Communication  and 
Professor  of  Media  Ecology  at  New  York  University.  His  18  books  include 
"Language  in  America."  "The  Disappearance  of  Childhood."  and  "Amusing 
Ourselves  To  Death."  the  classroom  text  for  Presbyterian  College's  "Media 
and  Society"  course,  which  has  been  translated  into  eight  languages  and  has 
sold  more  than  200.000  copies  woridwide. 

In  an  effort  to  educate  the  Arnold  Symposium  audience.  Postman 
offered  five  facts  about  technology.  Foremost,  he  said,  is  that  every  culture 
pays  a  price  for  technology. 

"For  every  advantage  technology  offers,  there  is  a  corresponding 
disadvantage.  What  a  new  technology  will  do  is  no  more  important  than  what 
a  new  technology  will  undo."  he  said.  "Technology  giveth  and  technology 
taketh  away." 

Postman  added  that  technology  is  also  oblivious  to  gender,  race,  and 
financial  status,  and  therefore  is  never  distributed  equally  among  the  masses. 
Imbedded  in  every  new  technology  is  a  new  idea  or  philosophy,  and  that 
philosophy  makes  war  with  the  philosophy  of  an  old  technology.  Finally,  he 
said,  new  technology  does  not  add  something  to  society,  but  rather  changes 
existing  standards. 


Author  and  scholar 

Neil  Postman 

addressed  the  PC 

audience  on  Feb.  22. 
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The  electronic  classroom  serves  as  a  particulariy  frightening  prospect  to 
Postman,  who  believes  the  clash  between  the  printed  word  and  electronic 
information  has  an  adverse  effect  on  students. 

"Our  children  leave  home  every  morning  biased  by  television."  Post- 
man said.  "In  school,  they  encounter  the  biases  of  the  written  word,  a  psychic 
battle  takes  place,  and  there  are  many  casualties.  These  two  technologies 
clash  ...  A  media  battle  is  going  on  and  our  children  are  on  the  wrong  side. 

"Teachers  who  embrace  the  future  of  television  remind  me  of  the  turn- 
of-the-century  blacksmith  who  not  only  sang  the  praises  of  the  automobile, 
but  believed  his  business  would  thrive  because  of  it.  In  fact,  the  automobile 
made  his  business  obsolete."  he  said. 

Postman  added  that  he  believes  the  human  aspect  of  the  media  and  the 
future  holds  more  interest  than  the  technological  aspect. 

"I  think  there  has  been  an  underiying  question  about  the  Arnold 
Symposium.  What  is  the  future  of  the  media?  I  don't  think  that's  a 
particularly  interesting  question.  Interesting  and  dazzling  technologies  are 
nothing  new.  and  I  doubt  that  there  will  be  more  in  the  2 1  st  century  than  there 
have  been  in  recent  centuries.  A  more  important  question.  I  think,  is  what  sort 
of  people  must  we  become  to  cope  with  media  in  the  future  without  going 
insane?  This  question  is  much  more  difficult  to  answer  because  the  answer 
does  not  involve  anything  technical." 

Postman  found  an  ally  in  Robert  McChesney,  an  associate  professor  of 
journalism  and  mass  communication  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin-Madi- 
son, where  he  teaches  courses  in  journalism,  advertising,  mass  communica- 
tions, and  mass  media  and  the  consumer. 

A  special  guest  at  the  symposium's  panel  discussion  on  "The  Media  and 
the  Future."  McChesney  went  one  step  farther  and  suggested  that  society  has 
become  a  slave  to  new  technology. 

"Advances  in  technology  have  permitted  the  same  amount  of  work  to 
be  done  with  half  of  the  workforce.  In  20  years,  that  will  double  again.  Yet. 
if  you  look  at  what  this  technology  has  done,  it  has  not  led  to  a  more 
comfortable  lifestyle.  In  fact,  we're  working  longer  hours  and  are  more 
stressed  than  ever." 

McChesney's  books  include  a  look  at  the  battle  for  control  of  U.S. 
broadcasting  —  a  scenario  he  believes  is  destined  to  be  repeated  with  new 


technology.  The  general  public,  he  added,  will  be  at  the  mercy  of  those 
technologies  in  which  businesses  elect  to  invest. 

"Firms  are  going  to  develop  this  technology  —  these  are  not  charities  — 
and  they  have  to  be  held  accountable  by  their  shareholders.  The  question  is: 
who  has  the  money  to  buy  this  technology?  They  are  the  ones  who  will  shape 
the  future."  McChesney  said.  "We  should  look  at  these  technological 
advances  as  how  we  can  use  them  to  improve  areas  like  education  ...  how  we 
can  use  them  to  improve  the  quality  of  our  lives?" 

Another  drawback,  according  to  McChesney,  is  the  lack  of  a  strong 


news  media  to  raise  public  awareness  of  this  problem.  The  Fourth  Estate  has. 
he  said,  fallen  prey  to  technological  advances  such  as  news  wires  and  learned 
to  work  with  fewer  journalists. 

"One  of  the  major  problems  that  has  not  been  discussed  is  the  decline 
of  journalism.  If  you  believe  in  any  traditional  sort  of  democracy,  you  have 
to  have  good  journalism.  Why  is  it  collapsing?  It's  simply  because  it's  not 
profitable  to  keep  as  many  journalists  on  staff  when  you  can  use  syndicated 
stories  or  press  releases,"  McChesney  said.  "This  is  a  real  crisis.  One  thing 
we  need  to  do  is  recharge  journalism,  but  right  now  the  market  is  against  it." 


AT&T  Computer  Engineer  Offers  Glimpse  Into  21st  Century 


Boh  Cooper  ojfered  his  vision  of  the  future. 


I  he  man  standing  in  front  of  the  cam- 
era is  waiting  for  his  driver's  hcense  photo  to 
be  taken.  Moments  later,  the  license  is  ready 
and  he  takes  a  look  at  it.  A  young  lady  glances 
over  his  shoulder  and  offers  "nice  picture"  in 
an  almost-too-friendly  voice. 

The  above  scene  did  not  take  place  at 
the  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles,  but  rather 
at  an  automatic  teller  machine.  It  is  one  of  a 
series  of  advertisements  being  run  by  AT&T 
about  what  consumers  may  expect  in  the 
future. 

As  the  announcer's  voice  states  at  the  end  of  the  commercial.  "You 
don't  renew  your  driver's  license  at  a  bank  machine,  but  you  will  in  the 
future.  And  AT&T  is  the  company  that  will  bring  it  to  you." 

AT&T  will  indeed  make  it  possible,  according  to  Bob  Cooper,  who 
works  in  AT&T's  Systems  Architecture  Group.  One  of  the  guests  at 
Presbyterian  College's  Arnold  Symposium  on  "The  Media  and  the 
Future,"  Cooper  said  the  groundwork  for  advanced  communication  tech- 
nology is  already  being  laid  —  by  phone  companies  and  cable  companies. 

"There  is  a  lot  of  money  being  spent,  and  I  don't  think  it's  foolish 
money,"  Cooper  said.  "There  is  a  logical  reason  for  the  mergers  taking 
place.  Think  about  it:  why  would  a  phone  company  and  a  cable  company 
get  together?" 

Combining  those  two  utilities  holds  the  key  to  future  communica- 
tions, he  said. 

"The  wiring  in  your  house  provided  by  the  phone  company  is  not  of 
the  quality  needed  to  provide  good  quality  video.  Phone  companies  are 
struggling  with  how  they'll  be  able  to  send  the  new  information  to  you. 
Cable  companies  have  the  thick  pipes  necessary  to  send  that  infonnation. 
but  the  information  can  only  be  sent  one  way." 

Cooper  added  that  the  new  technology  will  come  in  waves  during 
the  next  three  decades.  The  first,  in  which  technology  will  far  surpass 
available  bandwidth,  is  currently  taking  place.  It  will  be  dominated  by 


interactive  CD-ROM  based  periodicals  and 
books,  interactive  games,  wireless  communi- 
cations, personalized  phone  books,  video 
conferencing,  video  on  demand,  and  pay-per- 
view. 

Bandwidth  will  begin  to  catch  up  with 
computer  power  and  connectivity  during  the 
next  decade,  which  will  mark  the  second  wave 
of  technology.  The  period  will  include  such 
advances  as  digital  broadcast  television,  digi- 
tal radio  offering  the  sound  quality  of  compact 
discs,  enhanced  home  shopping,  and  video 
mail. 

"This  is  when  the  line  between  cable  and  phone  services  are  really 
going  to  start  to  blur."  Cooper  said. 

Cooper  said  the  final  wave,  which  will  occur  after  2010,  will  be 
marked  by  plentiful  and  inexpensive  bandwidth.  Continued  deregulation 
will  lead  to  major  competition  in  the  transmission  industry.  The  technol- 
ogy may  lead  to  lifelike  video  conferencing,  video  phones,  virtual  retail 
outlets,  and  remote  universities. 

Currently  a  teacher  of  classical  systems  control  theory  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  South  Carolina's  College  of  Engineering,  Cooper  earned  his  B.S. 
and  M.S.  degrees  in  Electrical  Engineering  from  the  University  of 
Florida,  focusing  on  computer  architecture,  digital  communications, 
digital  signal  processing,  and  modern  control  theory. 

From  1987-90  he  worked  at  AT&T  and  Global  Information  Solu- 
tions (fonneriy  NCR),  where  he  worked  on  developing  NCR's  complete 
X-terminal  line  of  graphics  terminals  and  was  responsible  for  product 
specification,  design,  and  development. 

Since  1990,  Cooper  has  worked  in  the  Systems  Architecture  Group 
of  AT&T/GIS,  a  group  responsible  for  determining  AT&T's  next  genera- 
tion computer  architecture.  He  is  specifically  responsible  for  GIS's 
overall  multimedia  server  strategy  and  ensuring  that  the  company '  s  future 
systems  can  adequately  process  multimedia  information.— SrEl'EOlVEWS

^Is  Presbyterian  College  reunions  go,  this  didn't  fit  any 
typical  category.

The)  came  from  three  different  college  eras:  one  from  the 
1960s,  two  from  the  "70s,  and  three  from  the  '90s.

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one  government-related  organization  to  another,  resume  in  hand. 

"The  first  job  I  got  was  with  the  Independent  Petroleum  Association." 
she  explains.  "I  worked  there  for  about  a  year,  but  oil  and  gas  just  was  not  an 
interest  to  me." 

So  she  kept  looking,  and  eventually  a  position  came  open  with  the  U.S. 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Today  she  is  coordinator  for  the  Chamber's  Institutes  for  Organizational 
Management,  traveling  around  the  country  —  usually  to  university  campuses 
such  as  UCLA  and  Colorado  —  operating  special  workshops  and  educational 
seminars. 

"I  work  with  a  small  entity  of  the  chamber,  a  foundation  that  is  a 
continuing  education  program  for  people  who  are  interested  in  non-profit 
work.  We  hold  a  mini-college  in  the  summer  with  chamber  curriculum  and 
association  curriculum  for  people  who  want  to  pursue  a  career  in  non-profit  or 
chamber  work."

A  remarkable  tenure 


That's  the  newest  perspective  of  this  particular  collection  of  PC  alums. 
The  other  extreme  would  be  that  of  Clarence  "Buddy"  Albright  Jr.,  a  1974  PC 
alumnus  who  later  earned  his  law  degree  at  George  Mason  University. 

The  Rock  Hill.  S.C.  native  then  turned  his  sights  to  the  Hill  —  and 
that's  where  he  remains,  more  than  18  years  later. 

"1  spent  six  years  as  an  assistant  U.S.  attorney  over  the  eastern  district  of 
Virginia,"  Albright  explains.  "From  there  I  was  lucky  enough  to  come  over  to 
the  Senate  and  be  an  associate  counselor  on  the  Iran-Contra  investigation, 
which  was  a  thrill.  From  there  I  went  to  the  Department  of  Justice  and  was 
deputy  associate  attorney  general,  and  from  there  I  went  to  HUD  w ith  Jack 
Kemp  for  four  years  as  his  deputy  general  counsel." 

Ultimately,  he  was  nominated  in  1992  to  be  the  HUD  general  counsel, 
but.  as  he  describes  it  with  a  grin,  "they  had  a  little  dispute  over  who  should 
be  the  president  and  ended  up  with  the  Republican  party  out  in  the  street,  and 
that  put  me  out  in  the  street." 

Today,  he  serves  as  council  to  the  House  Commerce  Committee. 

It's  a  remarkable  tenure,  considering  statistics  that  have  shown  the 
average  length  of  service  by  a  government  staffer  in  the  same  job  is  two  years. 

And  while  Albright  understands  the  desire  to  return  to  "the  real  world." 
he  continues  to  find  his  contributions  meaningful. 

"A  month  doesn't  go  by  that  1  don't  think  about  going  somewhere  else." 
he  says,  "but  there's  nowhere  else  you  can  be  where  you  can  affect  national 
policy.  That  was  especially  true  when  I  was  serving  in  the  executive  branch, 
where  you  can  sit  down  —  as  I  did  every  day  with  the  cabinet  secretary  — 
and  go  over  issues  and  discuss  things  and  make  decisions  on  policy  and  affect 
policy.  That's  pretty  heady  stuff  for  a  guy  from  Rock  Hill,  S,C. 

"Despite  all  the  frustrations,  there  are  those  moments  when  I  feel  I'm

Democrat  Browder  Stayed 
Afloat  Despite  Changing  Tide 


Cven  with  the  GOP's  Contract  With  America  applying 
pressure,  some  Democratic  incumbents  in  the  U.S,  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives won  re-election  —  and  PC's  lone  Congressman,  Glen 
Browder  of  Alabama,  was  one  of  the  them. 

He  captured  69  percent  of  the  vote  to  secure  his  third  full  term 
in  Washington,  and  much  of  his  secret,  he  says,  is  keeping  in  touch 
with  his  constituents. 

"I'm  always  gouig  home,"  he  explains,  "and  I'm  constantly 
talking  to  people  on  the  telephone.  People  coming  in,  visitors  from 
the  district,  Reading  newspapers,  the  Associated  Press  wire  from 
home,  getting  the  facts  from  all  the  day's  news  clippings,  and  my 
daily  mail  report.  This  gives  me  each  letter,  person's  name,  where 
they're  from,  and  their  message  —  and  I  go  through  each  one,  and 
often  ril  tell  my  staff.  1  need  to  read  that  actual  letter. 

"So  whereas  it's  popular  to  criticize  the  "inside  the  Beltway" 
mentality,  we  stay  in  very  good  touch." 

But  to  be  in  the  minority,  he  says,  does  bring  decidedly 
different  dynamics  to  his  elected  post. 

"It's  an  exciting  time,  it's  a  frustrating  time,  it's  a  time  of 
change,  it's  a  time  of  exasperation,"  he  says. 

A  former  college  political  scientist,  Browder  left  a  tenured 
professorship  at  Jacksonville  State  University  to  nin  for  office  — 
and  so  far.  he's  enjoyed  it. 

"There's  a  little  more  pressure  when  you  put  your  name  on  the 
ballot  as  someone  who  is  knowiedgable  about  this.  Halfway  through 
the  campaign  you  stop  and  think.  'If  I  don't  win  this  election,  what 
kind  of  reflection  is  that  going  to  be  on  me  as  a  political  scientist?' 

"But  it  was  the  right  move  for  me  —  and  still  is."

about.  If  I  could  find  that  type  of  satisfaction  somewhere  else.  I  might 
do  it.  But  it  always  seems  that  it's  the  wrong  time  to  leave  ...  so  I'm 
still  here." 

From  Strom  to  Spratt 

So  is  Chuck  Fant.  He's  another  veteran  of  the  Beltway  bunch, 
and.  as  such,  he  has  mastered  the  rhythms  and  routines  of  the 
government  beat. 

"For  those  of  us  who  work  on  the  Hill,  it's  different  from 
working  for  a  corporation  where  you  might  deal  with  a  single  issue 
day  in  and  day  out,  year  after  year."  says  Fant.  a  1975  graduate  who 
has  worked  as  press  secretary  for  Congressman  John  Spratt  (D-S.C.) 
for  more  than  a  decade.  "Here,  we  have  issues  that  are  changing  all 
the  time.  We're  dealing  with  all  kinds  of  things  and  issues  move  very 
quickly.  It  keeps  it  interesting.  You  don't  get  bored  with  the  issues." 

For  Fant,  the  allure  of  Washington,  D.C.,  began  while  still  a 
teenager  when  he  served  as  an  intern  in  the  office  of  Sen.  Strom 
Thurmond.  A  full-time  opportunity  came  his  way  several  years  later 
while  working  as  a  newspaper  reporter  following  his  graduation  from 
PC.  His  parents'  next-door-neighbor  in  Fort  Mill.  S.C.  was  elected  to 
the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives,  and  the  new  congressman,  John 
Spratt,  hired  Fant  to  be  his  press  secretary. 

A  definite  learning  curve  ruled  his  first  12  months  as  a  federal 
employee. 

"The  hardest  thing  was  to  learn  the  issues.  Once  you're  here  a 
year,  some  issues,  like  the  budget,  come  back  the  same  time  every 
year  and  you  can  anticipate  what's  going  to  come  up.  Other  things  just 
hit  you  out  of  the  blue.  I  found  the  sources  I  had  to  work  with  as  far  as 
computers  and  other  support  information  was  far  greater  than  it  was  at 
the  state  level.  1  just  had  to  get  familiar  with  the  issues." 

Fant.  like  his  boss,  has  been  in  Washington  long  enough  to  be 
considered  a  survivor.  Despite  opposition  —  especially  during  the 
1994  election  and  the  OOP's  Newt  Gingrich-inspired  Contract  With 
America  —  Democrat  Spratt  has  won  re-election  five  times. 


A  seat  on  the  inside 


Survival  has  taken  on  a  new  meaning  for  Julia  Tillman,  a  1990 
graduate  from  Savannah.  Ga. 

She  came  to  Washington.  D.C..  after  earning  a  master's  degree 
in  public  administration  at  the  University  of  Georgia,  securing  a 
position  with  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Service  —  and  she  found  herself 
inside  a  political  powder  keg  almost  overnight  when  she  served  as  a 
resource  person  on  the  President's  Health  Care  Task  Force,  chaired  by 
First  Lady  Hillary  Clinton. 

"There  was  a  work  group  on  the  public  health  aspect  and  the 
access  for  under.ser\ed  and  vulnerable  populations,  which  is  really 
related  to  preserving  the  safety  net  we  have."  Tillman,  a  health  policy 
analyst,  explains.  "It  was  a  very  interesting  experience,  but  1  think  the 


whole  thing  was  handled  very  badly,  and  I  think  it  was  doomed  to  fail  from 
the  start." 

Nevertheless,  she  spent  many  an  hour  attending  meetings  with  some  of 
the  most  powerful  lawmakers  in  the  nation. 

"I  remember  one  particular  day  sitting  in  this  room,  and  around  the  table 
were  Mrs.  Clinton  and  all  these  senators  —  Kennedy,  Mitchell,  people  like 
that  ...  and  I  remember  thinking,  'How  in  the  world  did  I  get  here?"' 

These  days  her  routine  is  a  bit  more  routine,  and  as  an  employee  of  a 
federally-funded  agency,  she  joins  her  colleagues  in  watching  the  Congres- 
sional budget  debates.  She  also  keeps  an  eye  beyond  the  Beltway. 

"Overall  it  is  very  energizing  to  be  here  and  be  in  the  thick  of  things;  I 
would  say  that  moreso  when  1  was  on  the  Hill  involved  in  the  task  force  than 
where  1  am  in  the  agency  now,  but  it  still  has  the  feeling  of  doing  something 
on  a  national  level  that  you  couldn't  do  anywhere  else,"  she  says.  "At  the 
same  time,  you  seem  to  get  so  wrapped  up  in  it  —  everybody  in  the  cit\'  either 
works  on  the  Hill  or  works  for  an  agency  or  works  for  an  advocacy  group  or 
some  other  type  of  association,  and  it's  so  almost  all-encompassing  that  you 
forget  what  regular  people  talk  about. 

"Just  last  night,  we  went  to  a  place  and  met  up  with  some  people  and 
immediately  when  we  sat  down  at  the  table  we  started  talking  about  politics." 
Tillman  says.  "You  kind  of  forget  what  you  used  to  talk  about  when  you  had  a 
real  life.  Sometimes  it  really  gets  to  me  and  I  want  to  be  away  from  here  and 
want  to  have  a  regular  life,  but  then  others  times  it's  just  so  energizing." 


Changes  on  the  Hi 


These  days,  Mindy  Ryals  has  to  pinch  herself  when  she  enters  certain 
offices  on  Capitol  Hill. 

When  the  1990  PC  alumna  came  to  Washington,  she  did  so  to  work  on 
the  Small  Business  Committee  of  the  U.S.  House.  At  the  time  she  left  that 
post,  it  was  the  minority  committee  office,  but  then  the  '92  election  changed 
all  that. 

Now,  as  a  political  and  legislative  assistant  for  the  Sheet  Metal  and  Air 
Conditioning  Contractors  National  Association,  an  organization  that  does 
lobbying  on  the  Hill,  she  has  occasion  to  return  to  her  former  office. 

"I've  been  on  both  sides  of  the  desk,  as  it  were,  and  it's  a  lot  different 
for  me  because  I  worked  in  the  minority  committee  office,  and  now,  when  I 
walk  in  there,  it's  the  majority  office,"  Ryals  says.  "I  see  everybody  I  worked 
with  sitting  there,  and  it's  like.  'Wait  a  minute,  did  1  walk  into  the  wrong 
office.'  So  it's  kind  of  fun  getting  used  to  that." 

Ryals.  an  Atlanta  native,  has  the  same  mixed  emotions  that  her  fellow 
Blue  Hose  have  about  the  Washington  scene. 

"The  first  four  years  I  was  here.  I  went  through  five  sets  of  friends 
because  they  kept  moving  in  and  out  of  Washington."  she  says.  "Now  that 
I've  been  here  longer,  I  ha\e  friends  who  ha\e  been  here  longer. 

"Right  now  I  enjoy  what  I'm  doing.  So  much  is  changing  and  there  are 
so  many  things  that  are  available  to  you  if  you  want  to  take  advantage  of 
them.  At  some  point,  it's  always  in  the  back  of  your  mind  that  you  can  go 
home  and  you  can  go  back  to  Atlanta  and  work  or  go  somewhere  else  and  see 
what  life's  like  outside  of  the  Beltwav."

Chinese  Professor

f  or  students  at  many  small  col- 
leges, courses  in  introductory  and  inter- 
mediate Chinese  are  impossible  to  take.

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College  Prepares  'Electronic  Classroom' 
Through  New  SCETV  Satellite  Network

n  satellite  22.000  miles  above  the  earth 
w  ill  help  hndge  the  60-mile  gap  between  Presby- 
terian College  and  the  South  Carolina  Education 
Television  Studios,  providing  distance  learning 
opportunities  for  students  at  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege and  in  the  Laurens  County  community. 

The  installation  of  equipment,  including  a 
roof-mounted  satellite  dish  atop  Presbyterian 
College's  James  H.  Thomason  Library,  was  re- 
cently completed,  allowing  the  college  to  access 
South  Carolina  Educational  Television's  Multi- 
channel Digital  Satellite  Network.  That  network 
is  designed  to  expand  service  to  higher  education 
institutions,  state  agencies,  and  other  users. 

Currently  included  on  the  network  are  dis- 
tance education  classes  through  the  University  of 
South  Carolina.  Clemson  University,  South  Caro- 
lina State  University,  and  Piedmont  Technical 
College.  A  series  is  also  offered  through  the 
Medical  University  of  South  Carolina. 

"Programming  originates  at  the  ET'V  stu- 
dios in  Columbia.  With  this  technology.  Presby- 
terian College  can  provide  telecourses,  business 
education,  or  any  offered  educational  program- 
ming as  a  host  site."  said  Doug  Wallace,  coordi- 
nator of  media  services  at  Presbytenan  College. 
"Beginning  this  summer,  we  will  make  these 
programs  available  to  the  community  and  possi- 
bly eliminate  some  travel  to  other  sites  in  South 
Carolina. 

The  technology  has  convinced  many  stu- 
dents that  the  future  is  now.  A  television  monitor 
provides  visual  access  to  the  classroom  and  a 
telephone  permits  interaction  between  students 
and  the  teacher.  The  same  telephone  line  permits 
teachers  to  quiz  students  who  are  viewing  the 
class. 

The  network  is  essentially  replacing  South 
Carolina  ETVs  Instructional  Television  Fixed 
Signal  (ITFSt.  which  has  offered  educational 


programming  to  students  in 
grades  K-12.  Utilizing  the 
AT&T  satellite  Telstar  401. 
the  new  network  will  provide 
South  Carolina  with  30  chan- 
nels of  two-way  audio  and 
video  programming.  24  hours 
a  day,  seven  days  a  week,  by 
this  fall.  It  will  offer  the  same 
programming  as  the  ITFS  sys- 
tem, in  addition  to  audio  and 
video  interaction  among  par- 
ticipating sites. 

"It's  exciting  that  we 
will  have  the  ability  to  create 
an  electronic  classroom.    If 
we  have  a  proper  studio  and 
production  facilities,  we  could 
create  programming  at  Presbyterian  College  and 
ETV  could  then  process  it  and  send  it  out  to 
receiving  sites  all  over  the  state."  Wallace  said. 
"Plus,  the  ability  to  expand  the  system  is  almost 
limitless." 

The  new  system  at  Presbyterian  College 
was  purchased  with  the  assistance  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Colleges  and  Universities  of  South  Caro- 
lina, Inc.  (ICUSC),  which  secured  a  grant  from 
the  Knight  Foundation  to  pay  for  a  major  portion 
of  the  equipment  needed  to  receive  SCETV's 
Multichannel  Digital  Satellite  Network  at  the  18 
independent  colleges  and  universities  in  South 
Carolina. 

"My  vision  of  distance  learning  is  one  that 
includes  the  opportunity  to  change  the  future  of 
education,"  said  Arthur  M.  Bjontegard  Jr..  presi- 
dent of  ICUSC.  "We  want  this  to  be  a  spark  to  get 
people  thinking  about  this  technology  and  prompt 
them  to  use  the  transmitting  capabilities  avail- 
able through  this  system.  I  would  like  to  see  all 
of  our  colleges  and  universities  communicate  not 
only  with  our  own  member  schools,  but  with  the 
public  schools,  state  agencies,  military  agencies, 
businesses,  and  others  on  the  system.  That  was

one  of  the  things  that  appealed  to  the  Knight 
Foundation." 

Bjontegard  said  South  Carolina  ETV  s  repu- 
tation as  a  national  leader  in  using  telecommuni- 
cations to  expand  educational  opportunities  also 
helped  secure  the  Knight  Foundation  grant.  With 
its  current  system.  South  Carolina  ETV  distrib- 
utes inore  hours  of  programming  than  the  three 
major  commercial  networks  combined.  The  new 
Multichannel  Digital  Satellite  Network,  with  the 
opportunity  for  sites  to  create  programming,  will 
expand  that  programming. 

Adding  to  the  excitement  is  the  improved 
audio  and  video  quality  through  digital  satellite 
transmission,  as  well  as  opportunities  for  expan- 
sion and  the  reduced  cost  of  transmitting  the 
information. 

"Digital  information  is  on  the  forefront  of 
technology  as  far  as  satellite  transmission  goes." 
Wallace  said.  "The  ability  to  expand  the  system 
is  almost  limitless.  This  technology  surpasses 
that  used  by  the  Big  Three  Networks  ( CBS.  NBC.

Writers  place  spotlight 
on  environmental  issues 


Cast  met  West  for  a  common  cause  in 
January  when  six  authors  visited  Presbyterian 
College  for  "Crosswinds."  a  look  at  environmen- 
tal ethics. 

Sponsored  by  Presbyterian  College's  Knight 
Program  in  Applied  Ethics,  "Crosswinds"  of- 
fered a  look  at  environmental  issues  and  environ- 
mental ethics  through  daily  readings  and  a  panel 
discussion  featuring  authors  from  the  American 
West  and  Southeast. 

"These  people  are  storytellers  and  they  put 
environmental  questions  and  problems  in  the 
context  of  stories.  You  can  lecture  forever,  but  I 
think  these  stories  have  a  greater  impact  on  the 
audience,"  said  Dr.  James  Peterson,  an  assistant 
professor  of  English  who  helped  coordinate  the 
program.  "It  was  an  opportunity  to  hear  about 
environmental  problems  in  a  different  part  of  the 
country,  see  how  those  problems  interrelate  with 
ours,  and  examine  how  some  of  the  problems  are 
different." 

Writers  participating  in  the  series  were: 
David  Romtvedt.  whose  poetry  and  fiction  is  set 
in  his  home  state  of  Wyoming;  Janet  Lembke  of 
Virginia,  who  incorporates  elements  of  mythol- 
ogy and  folklore  in  her  writing,  to  examine  envi- 
ronmental ethics;  Rick  Bass,  who  has  authored 
nine  books,  including  1993's  "The  Ninemile 
Wolves,"  which  mirrors  the  author's  interest  in 
the  resurgence  of  wolves  in  Montana  and  his 
battles  at  the  local,  state,  and  federal  level  to 
protect  the  animals;  Jim  Kilgo,  of  Athens.  Ga., 
who  is  noted  for  his  personal  essays  and  memoirs 
on  fishing  and  hunting  in  South  Carolina  and 
Georgia;  John  Lane  of  Spartanburg,  S.C,  who 
writes  about  excursions  into  what  remains  of  the 
wilderness;  and  Linda  Hasselstrom,  a  rancher  in 
South  Dakota  and  Wyoming  whose  poetry  and 
essays  examine  life  on  a  ranch  —  with  an  envi- 
ronmental flavor. 

"These  writers  are  all  continuing  a  long 
tradition  of  writing  about  nature  —  and  thev  are

doing  it  well,"  said  Dr.  Richard  Baker,  associate 
professor ofphilosophy  and directorof  the  Knight 
Program  in  Applied  Ethics.

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Study  Proves  'Religion 
Is  As  Religion  Does' 

^Imerica's  private  religious  habits  and 
the  role  of  sociology  in  theological  education 
were  the  topics  of  two  research  presentations 
given  at  a  national  educational  conference  by  Dr. 
Ron  Dempsey  Jr..  assistant  academic  dean  and 
director  of  records  at  Presbyterian  College. 

Dempsey' s  presentation  to  the  Society  for 
the  Scientific  Study  of  Religion  in  Albuquerque. 
N.M..  examined  the  role  of  religion  in  public  and 
private  behavior  among  those  who  attend  church 
fewer  than  tv\o  times  per  year.  Dempsey  sur- 
veyed more  than  800  individuals  in  Kentucky 
and  found  that  while  a  majority  of  those  sur\'eyed 
identified  themsehes  as  religious,  their  beliefs 
did  not  affect  their  public  or  private  behavior. 

"We  found  that  even  those  who  identified 
themselves  as  religious  often  didn't  demonstrate 
it  in  their  daily  lives.  It  was  just  a  label."  said 
Dempsey. 

In  another  presentation  entitled  "The  Role 
of  Sociology  in  Theological  Education." 
Dempsey.  who  holds  a  Ph.D.  in  sociology-reli- 
gion from  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Semi- 
nary, examined  the  role  sociology  courses  play  in 
theological  curriculums  in  seminaries.  During 
his  research,  he  also  investigated  the  role  and 
attitudes  of  sociology  faculty  members  and  aca- 
demic deans  at  more  than  30  seminaries  across 
the  nation. 

"Sociology  is  currently  seen  in  theology- 
education  programs  in  seminaries  as  a  periphery 
subject,  and  we  found  that  this  was  due  to  a  strong 
traditional  foundation  of  biblical  and  historical 
courses  in  those  schools."  he  said. 

Dempsey.  who  also  holds  a  Master  of  Di- 
vinity from  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Semi- 
nary, teaches  sociology  courses  at  PC  in  addition 
to  his  administrative  duties.

BLUE  HOSE  HOOPS 

Women  Earn  NCAA  Tourney  Bid  With  23-7  Mark 

I  he  Blue  Hose  women's  basketball  team  won  its  first-ever 
South  Atlantic  Conference  Tournament  championship  in  1994-95  as 
the  team  advanced  to  the  NCAA  Tournament  for  the  second  straight 
season.  Junior  guard  Chris  Mitchum.  who  was  named  the  tournament's 
Most  Valuable  Player,  connected  for  1 8  points,  and  SAC  Player  of  the 
Year  Melanie  Johnson  added  12  points  and  six  rebounds  as  PC 
defeated  Carson-Newman  74-68  for  its  23rd  win  of  the  year,  breaking 
the  school  record  of  22  victories  set  a  season  ago. 

The  Blue  Hose  —  which  lost  in  the  opening  round  of  the  NCAA 
Tournament  by  a  78-72  score  to  Longwood  —  won  14  of  its  last  16 
games  to  finish  23-7  on  the  year.  Johnson,  a  senior  forward,  was  named  first-team  All-SAC  and 
second-team  All-South  Atlantic  Region  while  junior  forward  Kristy  Tarallo  earned  second-team 
all-conference  accolades. 

Sixth-year  head  coach  Beth  Couture  picked  up  her  100th  win  with  PC  on  Jan.  28  when  the 
Blue  Hose  downed  Gardner- Webb.  Her  career  record  stands  at  1 10-60  (.647). 

Men  Rally  To  Win  10  Of  Their  Last  12  Games 

I  he  men's  basketball  team  posted  a  15-14  overall  record  and  came  within  three  points  of 
advancing  to  the  NCAA  Tournament  for  the  first  time  since  PC  became  a  full-fledged  member  two 
years  ago. 

The  Blue  Hose  won  10  of  their  last  12  contests  and  fell  in  the  South  Atlantic  Conference 
Tournament  championship  game  to  Lenoir-Rhyne,  52-50, 

Senior  guard  Ernest  Holiday  and  sophomore  forward 
Ronnie  Cannon  led  the  way  for  PC  this  past  season.  Holiday 
was  voted  the  team's  Most  Valuable  Player,  averaging  10.6 
points  per  game  while  leading  the  team  in  three-point  field 
goals.  Cannon  earned  second-team  All-South  Atlantic  Confer- 
ence as  well  as  a  spot  on  the  league's  all-tournament  team,  and 
center  Steve  Rydzewski  was  named  the  league's  Freshman  of 
the  Year.

PC  defeated  Newberry  for  his  100th  coaching  with  the  Blue

Peskanov.  a 
graduate  of  the 
Stoliarsky  School  of

Ukraine,  received  his  degrees  from  the  Julliard 
School.  He  made  his  American  debut  as  orches- 
tral soloist  with  the  National  Symphony  under 
Mslislav  Rostropovich.  who  has  since  invited 
Peskanov  to  perform  with  the  National  Sym- 
phony at  Wolf  Trap,  and  with  the  London  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  in  Albert  Hall. 

He  was  soloist  on  the  entire  six-week  United 
States  tour  of  the  Polish  Chamber  Orchestra, 
performing  at  The  Kennedy  Center  in  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  and  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art 
in  New  York  City.

Introducing  Emma' 

English  instructor,  artistic  husband  draw 
on  life  experiences  for  new  comic  strip

n  ichie  and  Gina  Prosch  are  ver)'  protective  about  the  young  girl  in 
their  lives. 

After  all.  Emma  is  a  red-blooded  American  girl  with  the  usual 
assortment  of  friends  and  neighbors.  The  couple  coaxes  her  through 
difficult  times,  shares  the  joyous  moments,  and  even  experiences  the  day- 
to-day  trials  and  tribulations  of  a  rambunctious  pre-teen. 

The  Proschs  do,  indeed,  sound  like  proud  parents  when  talking  about 
Emma  Davenport  —  as  proud  as  any  couple  can  be  of  a  young  girl  who 
has  yet  to  take  her  first  real  breath. 

Emma,  a  comic  book  character,  is  a  creation  the  Proschs  have  taken 
from  a  bit  part  in  a  comic  strip  about  farm  life,  developed  a  regular  strip 
around,  and  now  seek  to  make  a  star  in  her  own  comic  book  that  debuted 
in  .April.  The  public  received  a  sneak  peek  at  the  character  when  the 


Proschs  presented  "Introducing  Emma,"  a  six-week  exhibit  in  the 
Elizabeth  S.  Harper  Gallery  at  Presbyterian  College. 

"As  an  artist,  1  get  tired  of  walking  into  an  exhibit  and  seeing  a  lot  of 
art  that  I  don't  understand.  I'm  not  sure  where  the  artist  is  coming  from 
and  what  he's  trying  to  say,"  Richie  said.  "Sometimes,  that's  okay,  but 
with  Emma  we're  going  to  try  to  direct  traffic  in  the  exhibit  from  the 
doodles  on  newsprint,  to  the  comic  strip  she  v.as  in  briefly  in  Edge 
magazine,  to  the  aborted  comic  book,  to  the  Comics  Buyers  Guide  strips, 
all  the  way  to  the  finished  framed  prints  which  are  full-color  representa- 
tions of  our  covers  for  the  first  two  issues. 

"We  would  like  people  to  see  how  it  worked  and  go  away  with  the 
feeling  of  'wow.  this  is  art  and  I  feel  like  I  actually  know  what  the  artist 
was  thinking  and  how  it  all  developed'  rather  than  looking  at  something, 
thinking  it's  neat,  and  then  leaving." 

Richie,  a  free-lance  artist,  and  Gina,  an  instructor  of  English  at 
Presbvterian  Colleae.  have  shared  their  Laurens  home  with  Emma  and  her 
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friends  for  years.  She  was  originally  part  of  a  mini-comic  book  called 
"Farm  Boy  Funnies."  which  chronicled  life  on  a  farm  in  the  couple's 
native  midwest.  Richie  originally  drew  the  character  as  a  caricature  of 
Gina.  but  "the  character  got  more  abstract  and  cartoonish  looking,  so  by 
the  time  we  had  a  chance  to  do  a  full-size  comic  base  on  the  mini-comic, 
we  made  it  clear  that  the  character  was  not  Gina  and  named  her  Emma." 
he  said. 

The  novelty  of  a  comic  strip  centered  around  a  young  girl  proxed  to 
be  a  selling  point  to  Maggie  Thompson,  editor  of  Comics  Buyers  Guide, 
who  signed  the  strip  to  appear  regularly  in  the  newspaper  read  by 
professionals  in  the  comic  book  industry.  Emma  has  since  developed  a 
fan  following  across  the  United  States. 

"The  thing  that's  different  about  Emma  is  that  she  is  not  different  at 
all  from  anybody  else."  Gina  said.  "We  received  a  letter  the  other  day 
from  a  guy  who  had  read  the  press  release  in  Comics  Buyers  Guide  and  he 
said.  "I'm  29  years  old  and  there  is  absolutely  no  reason  1  should  identify 
with  a  little  giri.  but  there  is  something  in  her  experience  that  speaks  to 
me.'    So  the  fact  that  she  is  really  just  a  normal  little  giri  may  be  the  thing 
that  makes  her  different." 

"Most  comic  stnps  have  little  boys  or  animals,  and  very  few  have 
little  giris."  Richie  added.  "There  are  strips  like  'Cathy"  that  focus  on 
being  a  grown,  neurotic  woman,  but  very  few  focus  on  a  little  giri  as  the 
center  of  the  strip,  so  we  thought  we  would  try  that.  When  we  set  out  to 
do  'Emma'  we  thought  it  was  something  we  might  do  for  little  giris  — 
something  to  help  bring  them  into  the  industry  of  comics  and  comic  strips. 
That  may  still  be  the  case  eventually  —  who  knows  what  is  going  to 
happen  —  but  it's  been  amazing  how  many  men  and  little  boys  have  liked 
Emma.  They  haven't  been  turned  off  by  the  character." 

The  success  of  "Emma"  in  Comics  Buyers  Guide  nearly  led  to  her 
stepping  in  the  spotlight  eariier  than  expected.  The  Proschs  signed  a 
contract  with  a  publisher  to  create  two  comic  books  starring  the  characters 
from  the  strip,  but  the 
publisher  failed  to 
follow  through 
with  the  plan. 
Another  bad 
experience

project  led 
the  couple 
to  take 
the 
initia- 


They  decided  to  self-publish  the  bi-monthly  comic  book,  which  debuted  in 
April  with  the  first  book  in  a  four-part  series  introducing  Emma  and  other 
characters. 

"We  were  really  burned  before.  It  got  to  a  point  where  we  were  so 
frustrated  working  with  these  publishers  that  we  decided  to  start  with  a 
little  bit  of  savings.  We  had  our  own  time  to  donate  and  decided  to  go 
ahead  and  do  it  on  our  own  and  see  what  happens."  Richie  said. 

"There  is  risk  involved,  but  the  one  benefit  is  that  you  don't  have 
anyone  telling  you  what  to  do.  We  both  really  like  that."  Gina  said. 

With  ideas  in  mind,  the  couple  began  to  bring  Emma  and  her  friends 
Sam.  Fangirl.  and  Sandy  to  life.  Lyle.  Emma's  imaginary  friend,  her  Aunt 
Bertha,  and  new  characters  Police  Officer  Glenn  Joseph  and  Hammenn' 
Jim  will  also  be  included  in  the  Midwest's  imaginary  bustling  burg  of 
Ashfall,  Mobraska. 

After  the  couple  works  on  ideas  and  plots.  Gina  writes  the  stories  and 
passes  them  on  to  Richie  for  penciling  and  inking.  The  two  share  the  task 
of  lettering,  which  is  done  with  the  assistance  of  a  computer.  As  a  result 
of  the  teamwork,  they  both  recognize  Emma's  personality  quirks  and 
insights. 

"This  is  not  something  that  people  sit  down  and  then  —  boom  — 
they  decide  to  come  up  with  their  own  comic  book  character.  It  is  an 
evolutionary  process,  one  that  takes  place  not  over  a  period  of  weeks  but 
over  a  period  of  years."  Gina  said.  "'Farm  Boy  Funnies'  started  out  w  ith 
the  male  as  the  central  character  and  the  female  character  on  the  periphery. 
Then  it  evolved  into  Emma  taking  center  stage  with  Sam  on  the  periphery. 
People  may  think  Charles  Schulz  sits  down  and  just  bangs  out  'Peanuts' 
and  it's  really  easy.  It  doesn't  work  that  way." 

The  Proschs  both  admitted  they  hoped  the  exhibit  at  PC  would  help 
people  see  Emma  not  only  as  a  comic  book  character,  but  also  as  art. 

"Culturally,  over  the  last  20  years,  comics  have  been  more  accepted 
as  art.  There  are  several  museums  in  California  and  New  York  that  have 
had  shows  of  cartoon  art  showcasing  some  of  the  early  comic  strip  work 
and  even  current  comic  book  pages."  Richie  said.  "We  believe  it's  art.  If 
\ou  take  something  and  have  it  written  then  it  can  be  high  literature  — 
high  art.  If  you  take  a  picture  then  it  can  be  high  visual  art.  But  for  some 
reason,  our  culture  has  decided  when  you  put  those 
pictures  and  words  together 
it's  not  art.  That  doesn't 
make  any  sense." 

"Just  because  it  is  a 
comic  book  doesn't  mean 
that  it  has  to  be  idiotic," 
Gina  added.  "The  fonii 
does  not  have  to  determine 
the  content.  Just  because 
it  is  a  comic  book  doesn't 
mean  that  it  must  be 
directed  to  the  lowest 
common  denominator."

Former  Blue  Hose  Hoops  Star 
Steps  Into  Different  Spotlight 

r Irhen  the  traveling  troupe  Vision  Gospe!  Drama  took  the 
Edmunds  Hall  stage  for  a  Black  History  Month  perfonnance  of  "Satan.  I 
Put  You  Out!"  in  February,  many  inembers  of  the  audience  inay  have 
recognized  a  familiar  face. 

Rickey  Edmond.  who  starred  with  the  Blue  Hose  basketball  team 
for  three  seasons,  founded  the  group  and  stars  in  the  productions  with  his 
wife  and  other  family  members.  Now  in  its  third  year.  Vision  Gospel 
Drama  gives  Edmond  an  outlet  from  the  seasonal  rigors  of  basketball. 

"The  whole  foundation  of  Vision  Gospel  Drama,  although  it  is  a 
gospel  ministry,  is  that  it  is  a  common  sen.se  ministry,"  said  Edmond,  who 
got  his  degree  in  biology  in  1989.  "We  try  to  stress  the  message  that  we 
need  to  love  our  families  and  those  in  our  communities.  There  are  a  lot 
of  negative  things  going  on  in  the  world  and  we  would  like  to  counteract 
that." 

In  many  ways.  Vision  Gospel  Drama  has  been  shaped  by  Edmond' s 
own  life  experience.  He  kept  a  diary  throughout  his  college  years  and 
committed  his  life  to  Christ  during  his  junior  year  at  Presbyterian  College. 
Upon  receiving  his  degree.  Edmond  landed  a  spot  in  Europe  with  the  San 
Marino  All-Stars,  a  traveling  squad  which  played  teams  in  Italy,  Spain, 
and  Greece. 

An  opportunity  to  enter  coaching  came  in  I99I  when  Greg  Blatt, 
Edmond' s  coach  at  PC,  offered  him  a  spot  on  his  coaching  staff  at 
Western  Carolina  University. 

"I  learned  a  lot  about  basketball  from  the  coaching  perspective  and 
it  was  different.  It  gave  me  a  360-degree  view  of  how  it  all  works.  I  felt 
I  wasn't  able  to  give  it  my  all.  which  you  need  to  do  in  the  profession,  and 
it  wasn't  fair  to  anyone."  Edmond  said.  "Plus  I  wanted  to  try  to  break  into 
the  NBA  through  the  United  States  Basketball  League.  I  felt  I  owed  it  to 
myself  to  make  that  effort.  Even  after  leaving  Western  Carolina.  God 
never  told  me  to  put  the  ball  down." 

His  opportunity  came  with  the  USBL's  Atlanta  Eagles  during  a 
summer  tryout  in  1992.  Battling  other  former  college  stars  seeking  to 
continue  their  basketball  careers,  Edmond  advanced  to  the  final  cut 
before  an  ingrown  toenail  hindered  his  play  and  sent  him  home.  That 
experience  led  to  the  birth  of  Vision  Gospel  Drama. 

"I  had  to  do  something  to  ease  the  anguish  of  some  of  those 
frustrations,"  Edmond  said.  "My  wife,  Lisa,  and  I  put  together  the  first 
story.  'Grandfather  Isaac,'  and  began  to  perform  it  because  I  knew  I  had 
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several  months  before  basketball  season  came  around." 

Basketball  season  did  come  around  again,  as  Edmond  arranged  a 
local  exhibition  game  against  the  Eagles  and  Edmond  responded  by 
scoring  39  points  against  the  USBL  team.  Last  summer,  during  another 
tryout,  he  lost  a  final  spot  on  the  Atlanta  Trojans'  roster  to  former  Georgia 
Tech  standout  Fred  Vincent,  but  was  asked  to  serve  as  a  reserve  if  a  full- 
time  player  was  injured  or  moved  on. 

Last  fall.  Edmond  was  a  member  of  an  exhibition  team  which 
played  colleges  and  universities  as  those  teams  prepared  for  their  sea- 
sons. Now,  at  age  28,  Edmond  continues  to  work  out  daily,  but  is  unsure 
if  another  USBL  tryout  is  in  his  future. 

"I  had  a  chance  to  play  again  in  Europe,  but  I  knew  we  would  lose 
the  work  with  Vision  Gospel  Drama  and  I  didn't  want  that.  Things  are 
going  so  well  with  Vision  Gospel  Drama  right  now  that  I  haven't  decided 
if  I'll  attempt  to  play  again  this  suminer."  he  said.  "It's  just  a  rnatter  of 
being  patient  and  waiting  things  out.  God  has  blessed  me  with  a  lot  of 
options. 

"With  Vision  Gospel  Drama,  I  have  to  reach  for  the  stars  because 
I  don't  know  how  to  do  anything  else.  That  atdtude  was  instilled  in  me 
not  only  by  my  family,  but  also  by  everyone  at  Presbyterian  College.  You 
can't  be  a  PC  student  or  athlete  and  not  give  your  best.  People  don't 
accept  anything  less." 

Whether  in  his  work  with  Vision  Gospel  Drama,  basketball,  or  as 
manager  of  the  singing  group  Hope  4,  Edmond  hopes  to  make  a  differ- 
ence by  applying  what  he  learned  at  PC.  Although  the  activities  in  his  life 
may  change,  the  lessons  he  learned  about  life  at  PC  have  kept  his  vision 
clearly  focused. 

"After  I  left  PC,  it  was  time  for  me  to  take  my  place  in  society  as  a 
man  more  than  as  a  basketball  player,"  Edmond  said.  "I'm  still  involved 
in  Special  Olympics  and  the  Big  Brother  program  —  the  same  programs 
I  got  involved  with  at  PC.  Those  are  the  things  that  really  make  me  tick. 
Even  if  it  doesn't  work  out  for  me  in  basketball.  I  will  still  have  that  work. 
I  have  to  be  around  the  young  people."

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PC  Alum  Serves  As  Intern 
In  German  Parliament

'hen  Marnie  Leigh  Wilhams  got  her  degree 
in  1992  as  a  German  and  Fine  Arts  double  major,  she 
had  already  de\  eloped  a  keen  interest  in  world  affairs. 
But  the  idea  of  becoming  a  part  of  the  German  govern- 
ment never  crossed  her  mind. 

Yet  that  is  exactly  what  she  is  doing  as  the  result 
of  an  internship  program  made  possible  by  the  Uni- 
versity of  Bonn  and  the  German  parliament,  known  as 
the  Bundestag. 

She  is  Hearing  the  end  of  her  nine-month  expe- 
rience —  and  it  has  been  a  tremendous  experience,  to 
say  the  least. 

"Participants  are  selected  from  a  rigorous  inter- 
viewing process,  conducted  by  members  of  the  Ger- 
man Parliament  themselves,"she  said.  "The  first  two 
months  are  spent  traveling  all  over  Germany  to  visit 
German  political  party  institutions,  which  are  similar 
to  U.S.  think-tanks.  There  are  seven  political  parties 
in  the  Geraian  parliament,  excluding  factions  and  the 
groupings  of  these  parties." 

Those  two  months  are  followed  by  a  .semester  of 
study  at  the  University  of  Bonn,  where  students  take 
classes  of  their  choice.  Then  the  second  stage  of  the 
program  begins  in  February  as  students  work  in  the 
office  of  one  of  Germany's  members  of  Parliament. 

"I  work  for  Dr.  Hike  Leonhard  of  the  SPD 
(Social  Democratic  Party  of  Germany).  The  left-of- 
center  Social  Democrats  are  the  opposition  party  to 
Chancellor  Helmut  Kohl'sCDU  (Social  Democrats)," 
she  said. 

"Dr.  Leonhard  is  involved  in  the  Foreign  Rela- 
tions Committe,  so  I  work  on  issues  involving  foreign 
trade  and  the  World  Bank.  The  averaee  member  of  the 


Gernian  Bundestag  (Parliament)  has  only  one  or 
tw  0  persons  on  his  or  her  staff,  so  my  helping  out  on 
reports  is  a  larger  contribution  to  his  work  perhaps 
than  the  average  U.S.  congressman  who  has  typi- 
cally more  than  15  people  on  his  or  her  staff." 

Because  a  parliamentary  system  is  so  differ- 
ent from  that  of  the  American  political  system, 
Williams  said,  comparisons  are  inevitable. 

"Daily  we  see  and  hear  famous  German  and 
sometimes  foreign  politicans  give  speeches  and 
hold  meetings,"  she  said.  "And  the  members  of 
Parliament  in  Germany  are  more  diverse  in  age  and 
have  greater  numbers  of  women  than  the  U.S. 
Congress.  That's  because  of  the  complex  voting 
methods  that  are  a  characteristic  of  parliamentary 
systems." 

As  her  internship  in  the  Bundestag  comes  to  a 
close,  Williams,  who  is  a  graduate  student  at  Bowl- 
ing Green  State  University  in  Ohio  seeking  dual 
master's  degrees  in  German  and  political  science, 
has  been  thinking  of  PC  and  the  opportunities  that 
have  been  available  to  her  because  of  her  four  years 
there. 

"I  especially  want  to  give  due  credit  to  Dr. 
Constance  Colwell  (PC  professor  for  modern  for- 
eign languages!  for  sparking  my  attention  in  Ger- 
man politics.  She  is  there  for  the  students,  as  are  the 
other  PC  professors.  In  addition.  Dr.  Colwell  wrote 
a  vei7  complimentary  letter  of  recommendation  for 
this  Bundestag  Internship  program  for  me.  as  did 
Dr.  David  Gillespie,  who  was  helpful  too  with  my 
studies  in  politics  at  PC."

He  has  traveled 
throughout  Europe,  visiting  15  different  countries  in 
three  months,  including  the  eastern  bloc  nations.  He 
has  spent  several  months  in  Montreat,  N.C.,  first 
working  at  the  Presbyterian  Church's  conference  cen- 
ter there,  and  then  seeing  as  big  brother,  counselor, 
handyman,  and  friend  to  a  Montreat  family  following 
the  tragic  death  of  the  young  husband  and  father  in  a 
traffic  accident. 

And  since  October  of  1994.  he  has  been  a  resi- 
dent volunteer  at  the  Open  Door  Community,  a  facil- 
ity for  the  homeless  of  Atlanta.  Ga.,  founded  by  PC 
alumnus  Ed  Loring  "63  and  his  wife,  Murphy  Davis. 

It's  all  part  of  a  faith  journey  for  Scouten  thai  he 
believes  will  eventually  lead  him  to  seminary. 

"What  draws  me  here,  as  one  who  was  raised  in 
the  church,  is  the  parable  of  the  Good  Samaritan.  It's 
faith  with  action,"  he  said. 

"Faith  is  the  foundational  cornerstone  in  my  life. 
Faith  in  God  and  faith  that  through  love  we  can  move 
closer  to  the  kingdom  of  God  in  our  hearts  today. 
Faith,  however,  without  action  is  worthless.  As  it  says 
in  James  2:14-17:  'My  brothers  (and  sisters),  what 
good  is  it  for  someone  to  say  that  he  has  faith  if  his  (or 
her)  actions  do  not  prove  it?  Can  that  faith  save  him  (or 
her)?  Suppose  there  are  brothers  or  sisters  who  need 
clothes  and  don't  have  enough  to  eat.  What  good  is 
there  in  your  saying  to  them,  "God  bless  you!  Keep 
wami  and  eat  well,"  if  you  don't  give  them  the 
necessities  of  life?  So  it  is  with  faith:  if  it  is  alone  and 
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includes  no  actions,  then  it  is  dead." 

As  a  resident  volunteer,  Scouten  lives  at  the 
facility  on  Ponce  de  Leon  Avenue,  oversees  certain 
daily  tasks  of  the  residents  there  and  is  in  charge  of 
the  house  a  few  days  each  week.  He  will  remain 
there  through  the  middle  of  May,  at  which  time  he 
plans  to  remm  to  Montreat. 

"I'm  searching  for  ways  to  put  my  faith  in 
action,"  he  said.  "Right  now  at  the  Open  Door.  I  am 
experiencing  the  massive  human  need  in  our  coun- 
try and  I  am  struggling  to  fulfill  the  commission  of 
God  found  throughout  the  Bible. 

"It's  like  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  said:  'Unless 
you  have  found  something  worth  dying  for.  you 
haven't  found  anything  worth  living  for." 

While  the  Open  Door  has  done  exemplary 
service  through  the  years,  Scouten  points  out  that  it 
only  reaches  a  fraction  of  the  estimated  22,000 
homeless  residents  in  the  city  of  Atlanta. 

"To  understand  homelessness  and  poverty, 
you've  got  to  stand  underneath  it  and  look  up.  It's 
what  the  folks  at  PC  call  "experiential  learning." 

And  Scouten  credits  PC  with  developing  a 
keen  sense  of  Chri,stian  service  and  compassion. 

"PC  gave  me  a  broad  sense  of  what's  going  on 
and  I'm  diving  in."  Scouten  said  with  a  grin.  "I'm 
taking  my  textbook  learning  and  I'm  trying  to  apply 
it  to  the  real  worid.  Ideally,  I'm  going  to  be  looking 
for  ways  to  incorporate  this  into  the  mainstream 
church. 

"As  Bob  Dylan  says,  'You've  gotta  serve 
somebody."  Who  do  you  serve?  Who  are  you  pour- 
ing your  life  out  for?  As  for  me.  I  chose  to  serve  the 
Lord  and  pour  myself  out  for  others,  and  that  has 
made  all  the  difference.""
